Hope Of Ireland 


London.—Replying in the House 
to an attack on the Government pol- 


icy of reprisals in Ireland and the 
Irish administration, Sir Hamar Green- 
wood, chief secretary for Ireland, said 
that the number of-troops in Ireland 
was so Short of the requirements that 
it had been impossible to provide 
guards for all public builaings. It 
was considered incredible,~ he — said, 
that extremist Sinn Feiners should 
attempt to burn national possessions 
such as the customs house. 

Two parliaments, said the secre- 
tary, had been elected in Ireland. 
The Ulster Parliament would soon 
be constituted and it would then be 
impossible to extend martial law ‘ia 
that area without the consent of 
the Ulster Parliament. .
